An enormous California vulture— 
Pseudogryphus Californianus—shot by 
C. Stout on a hill at the mouth of 
Brea Cafion while on a hunting trip 
with Franklin Cogswell and H. P. Wil- 
kinson of Pomona, is attracting much 
attention. It has been mounted and 
placed on exhibition in Pomona. This 
raze vulture, row almost extinct, is of 
dark brown-black color, with a gray 
tinge under the wings. With the ex- 
ception of the Lammergeir of the Alps 
and the possible exception of the condor 
of-the Andes, it is the largest bird 
that flies. Its habitat is from Oregon 
to Mexico and east and west between 
the Sierra Nevada range and the Pa- 
cifle ocean. 

The specimen shot by Mr. Stout is 
as much larger than a turkey buzzard 
as the latter is larger than a crow. It 
measured nearly ten feet from tip to

Mr. Cogswell, who is an “old- 
timer in Southern California and 
knows something of the present scar- 
eity of*the great California condor, 
states that in 1850 he saw a flock of 
seventy-five of these vultures, while in 
1876 he counted twenty-six around the 
carcasses of sheep he owned, and that 
had died from drouth in the Cuca- 
monga country. 

Few of the present residents of Los 
Angeles county have ever seen the 
species and never will, as it ie fast be- 
coming extinct. The bird, like all of 
the buzzard family, expurges the foul, 
malodorous contents of its stomach 
when surprised by any enemy. The 
specimen here pictured has been pre- 
sented to College.

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FOUR AND HALF DAYS FROM SEA 
LEVEL TO summit. 
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Ventura Man, First to Take Ad- 
vantage of New Horse Trail up the 
Loftiest Peak of the Sierra Neva- 
das, Makes the Trip in the Shortest 
Time. 


VENTURA, Aug. 2% J. P. Ras- 
mussen of this city has made a rec- 
ord-breaking trip from the sea level 
to the summit of Mount Whitney, the 
highest peak in the Sierra Nevadas. 
He left Ventura on a Wednsday*even- 
ing. By way of Mojave and Keeler 
he reached Lone Pine, Inyo county, 
on Saturday. There he began his 
great climb, and on Sunday afternoon 
reached the upper edge of the timber 
line, 11,000 feet above the ocean and 
at the base of Mount Whitney pro- 
per. At noon the following day he 
stood on the summit of the mountain, 
15,000 feet above the sea. The horse 
trail to the summit was completed the 
day before the arrival of Rasmussen 
and his swift ascent of the peak may 
be accounted for by his taking 4.i- 
Vantage of the new road. Before the 
of this trail. from Lone Pine 
to the summit the time consumed in 
reaching the top was three days. Mr. 
Rasmussen made the entire trip tm 
four and one-half days from the se. 
to the summit. The distance ir 
Ventura-by-the-Sea to Lone Pine is 
about 300 miles. 
Mr. Rasmussen was on the extreme

hours. Because of the newness of the 
trai] it was pretty rough in places. 
there being many points where there 
had been caving of earth the nigat 
before This necessitated dismount- 
ing and leading the horses about the 
dangerous places. But the trail, Ras- 
mussen says, will de all right in time, 
as he things the softening from the 
snows and moisture can be overcome. 
At the summit, because having walked 
so much of the way, the daring ex- 
plorer found breathing rather diffi- 
cult. at first, but says after resting 
awhile it came easier to him and he 
could have remained on the summit 
a considerable longer time than he 
did

humanity—such is the gift offered to 
Mrs. Elvira Norris, an aged colored 
woman of this city, by one of her white 
sisters. 
This Mrs. Norris will start on 
a long trip , to visit the Louis 
Exposition, her old home in 
friends in Louisiana and to revive for- 
gotten memories in New Orleans. Mrs. 
Norris will be the guest throughout the 
journey of the woman whose father 
owned her in the days of slavery—the 
woman whom the white-haired black 
“mammy” nursed throughout her child- 
hood. This woman, concealing her 
name, has come clear to California just 
to take Mrs. Norris back East with 
her, and show her the old-time people 
and scenes. She objects to parading 
her good deeds in the sight of men, 
however, and has strenuously enjoined 
Mrs. Norris to secrecy regarding her 
identity. This injunction Mrs. Norris 
keeps sacred and nothing can get from 
her the name or whereabouts of her 
benefactress. The pairt will start for 
St. Louis in a few Gays, N 
Time and zortune have dealt kindly 
with this former human chattel, how- 
ever, and she is n excellent mental and 
physical condition to thoroughly enjoy 
her long tour. For some years she has 
been comfortably enscornted in the

(FROM CUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 19.—A pe- 
culiar anomaly is now presented by 
delegates from the Box-Makers Union 
who are going around to various 
unions in the city appealing for the 
restoration of the business of their 
employers which they themselves 
killed. Box-making is an industry 
which does not require skilled labor. 
The boards are sawed, planed and fit- 
ted before they are sent to the fac- 
tories, and any boy or girf can nail 
them together. Formerly the employés 
of box factories were boys and old 
men who were not capable of doing a 
full day’s work at any other business, 
and they received wages commensu- 
rate with the work they turned out. 

But the box-makers were stung by 
the union fee and formed a box-makers’ 
union. Wages were raised and hours 
shortened until the manufacturers 
found that it was impossible for them 
to compete with factories at other 
places. Gradually the business was 
curtailed and finally died. At all the 
big lumber plants in the northern 
counties the lumber was made into 
shooks ready for nailing together into 
boxes, and these shooks were sold di- 
rect/to the fruit packers, and to the 
ranchers who shipped fruit. It was no 
trouble at all for the shippers to have 


‘the boxes nailed together and the box 


factories in San Francisco were com- 
pelled to close down for want of trade. 
OUT OF BUSINESS. 
The box-makers are neither on 
strike, nor are they locked out. The 
factories simply have gone out of busi- 
ness, and there are 300 idle box-makers 
in San Francisco, with no other work 
that they can do and no place where 


they can legitimately call for assist- 


ance. Now the box-makers are going 
around from.-union to union, carrying 
with them a little sample box on which 
is burned a union label, and asking 
that all unions insist that all goofs be 


shipped in boxes carrying this label. 


The first union approached was the 
Freight Handlers Union. This union 
was asked to refuse to handle freight 
which was in non-union boxes. But 


‘the freight handlers have troubles of 


their own, and are just coming out of 
a most disastrous fight in which they 
were so thoroughly whipped that they 
were glad to get back to work at sny 
price. They rejected the proposition 
without a minute’s consideration. The 
other unions have done likewise, and 
the box-makers are now turning their 
attention to fruit picking.

Association. This organization 
has been so dominated By the 
various unions that the members | 
were on the verge of ruin. They 
found that they would either 
have to lose their holdings or { 
give up the unions, and chose 
the latter course. They are per- 
fectly satisfied with the result. | 
They have found that the union | 
was a detriment to them in s 
many ways. They are now doing 
better business than they ever s

the increase in wages always 
went to the pockets of the graft- 
ers, while the workingmen 
‘themselves derived no benefit 
from it. They were compelled 
to spend the time that they se- 
cured by shortened hours in at- 
tending to the private business 
of the leaders of the union, and 
while they seemingly had het- 
ter wages and hours, they were 
really worse off than they vere 
before the union took charge of 
things.

At its meeting last week the San 
Francisco Labor Council instructed 
the attorney in the case of the boy- 
cotted stablemen to carry the matter 
to the Supreme Court to see if Judge 
Hunt's decision can be overthrown, 
This is a bluff, pure and simple, on 
the part of the Labor Council. That 
organization not only knows that it 
will take at least three years to get a 
decision, and that the injunction will 
stand until it is reversed, but it also 
is glad that the court has set its foot 
down on the pickets and is only too 
glad to have legal reason for with- 
drawing the pests.

DECEIVING THE HACKMEN. 

Mike Coffey and Jim Bowlen, the 
two men who are runulng the Hack- 
men’s Union for their individual bene- 
fit, are deceiving members of the 
union with the idea that they are 
nearing a settlement of their troubles 
with the stable owners. Coffey and 
Bowlen do not want the strike settled, 
for they both own a number of hacks, 
and as long as the strike is on 
they do a thriving business while their 
dupes are begging from other unions. 

The stable owners have refused to 
enter into a consultation with the 
unionists, and say they will soon have 
a full complement of men. The strik- 
ers see their old places being filled by 
new men day after day and are worry- 
ing because they fully perceive that 
there will be no places left for them 
should the strike be settied. 

Coffey’s_ latest fake is the assertion 
that the Undertakers’ Association has 
become allied with the Stable Owners’ 
Association and the Citizens’ Alliance, 
and as a result there is to be a co- 
operative undertaking association 
formed by the hackmen. He and Bow- 


matter, and establishments are to be 
placed all over the city. The striking 
hackmen are to be made partners in 
this Utopian scheme, for which they 
are expected to pay their pro rata, and 
then all funerals of the city are to be 
handled exclusively by this new asso- 
ciation.

Five hundred strike sympathizers a 
few days ago attacked and partly 
wrecked Paul Santowski’s home, 4558 
Gross avenue, in which they believed 
a non-union workman was being pro- 
tected. George Santowski, who was

Men and boys 
hurled stones through the windows 
and attempted to break down the 
doors, Five policemen detailed on 
strike duty near by were summoned 
to the house, and swinging their clubs 
right and left attacked the crowd and 
compelled it to disperse. 
Vice-Chancellor Pitney of New Jer- 
sey expressed recently from the 
bench in the Chancery Court at New- 
ark his views of the “open shop.”

They have been unrestrained so long 
that they deem it a hardship when en- 
joined from assembling peaceably for 
purposes of intimidation and incendiar- 
ism, on or hear the premises they vol- 
untarily Well do they know 
that they can win no strikes without 
violence, intimidation, lawlessness, the 
bullet, bludgeon and club.

That there is cause for fear on 
the part of union leaders here 
is evidenced by the remarkable 
falling-off in attendance in union 
meetings. There was a time 
when every meeting night of ev- 
ery union brought out more 
members than could be accom- 
modated in the halis where 
meetings were held. There was 
plenty of money for the leaders 
to spend on entertainments. Ci- 
gars and beer were plentiful, and 
the meetings, as a rule, turned 
into orgies. On meeting nights ad- 
journment was rarely had before 
midnight, and many times not 
until 2 and 8 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. 

But now the interest has waned 
to such an extent that many of 
the unions have been compelled 
to reduce the number of meetings 
to half of the former number. 
Even then the chairs that are 
filled in the halls are lonesome, 
and there is so little enthusiasm 
that the meetings adjourn before 
10 o’clock. Several of the unions 
which formerly met every week, 
now meet but once a month. At 
some of the recent meetings 
there were not enough members 
present to fill the chairs of the 
officers. 

It is given out from the inside 
of unionism that the cause of 
this falling off of interest in 
matters of the unions is that the 
members have learned that they 
were used as tools to work the 
schemes of men who neither 
worked nor desired to work, and 
that while they are paying dues 
to keep up the organization, 
these dues come out of their 
earnings, and the leaders are 
supported by the men who 
work, and give nothing in re- 
turn except curses for the man 
who wants to know where the 
money goes.

There are, however, two plans, 
either of which might prove workable, 
provided the larger banks approved.

The 
other banks would probably gladly 
clear through any one of these at 
their proportional share of the ex- 
pense. These are the three largest 
banks in Mexico and the smaller 
could undoubtedly find one of them 
suitable from a confidential stand- 
point, through which to make connec- 
tions. 


Outside of the | saving 
had through such an establishment, 
a general clearinghouse would be of 
great benefit to the public, facilitating 
the daily routine. There is still a 
greater benefit, but which in Mexico 
is seldom needed: in times of panic, 
or when auy bank is embarrassed, 
an organization would be immediately 
available to take such action as the 
occasion might require.

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT. 
Sr. Trinidad Garcia is preparing to 
establish a factory for making sul- 
phate of copper in this city by a spe- 
cial process covered by patent. As 
this is a new industry in this country, 
Sr. Garcia’s works will be exempt 
from taxes and will have the fran- 
chises allowed by the law of Decem- 
ber 14, 1898, on new industries. Sr. 
Garcia is an old Zacatecas miner and 
has for many years been a member 
of the Federal Congress for the State 
of Zacatecas and has held various 
public appointments. 
The demand for opium and mor- 
phine seems to benefit Oaxaca farm- 
ers, or poppy growing promises to 
become quite an industry in that 
State.

the Berlin War Department was called 
upon to deal in 1870. His third son, 
Prince Adalbert, is already in the Far 
East watching the naval operations, 
and from the deck of the German 
cruiser on which he is serving as lieu- 
tenant at Chefoo he can hear every 
cay the thunder of the guns at Port 
Arthur. And now the Kaiser is send- 
ing two more princes of his house to 
the seat of war, namely, his brother- 
in-law, Prince Frederick Leopold of 
Prussia, who is a general of cavalry 
and the only son of the late Prince 
Frederick Charies—the Red Prince“ 
whom Marshal Bazaine surrendered 
etz in 1870, while the other is Prince 
Charles Anthony of Hohenzollern, a 
younger brother of the Crown Prince 
of Roumania and married to Princess 
Josephine of ‘Belgium. Prince Charlies 
Anthony is a son of that Prince Leo- 
pold of Hohenzollern, whose candida- 
ture for the throne of Spain brought 
about the Franco-German War of 1870, 
and he is to be attached to the Japa- 
nese headquarters in the, field, whereas 
Prince Frederick Leopald of Prussia, 
who has traveled extensively in this 
country, in India and in China, has 
been assigned to the staff of the Rus- 
sian generalissimo, Kouropatkin. The

By their method of 
publishing large series with the assur- 
ance of one volume at regular inter- 
vals, the Messrs. Pütnam have been 
able to place before the reader a mass 
of, weil-digested historical data, that 
otherwise would not have been ac- 
cessible. In their several series, of 
which the “Heroes of the Nations” and 

Story of the Nations“ are the 
most notable, they have yroured a 
host of interesting subjects, many of 
Which, if issued separately, would have 
‘Deen unprofitable ventures. The more 
Popular subjects, however, helped to 
success the less popular ones, and so 
there was won for the entire series a 
uniform popularity that made possible 
a careful presentation of many subjects 
that heretofore have been woefully 
neglected, and which threatened ap- 
parently to continue to be negiected. 

The latest addition to “The Heroes 
of the Nations” series is Mr. W. A.

“Well,” he replied, that was a long 
time ago. I had a drug store on a good 
corner in a good, well-built-up resi- 
dence district.

My store was 
a sort of loafing place and I got to 
know nearly everybody in the neigh- 
borhood. I was doing well, making 
good money. I didn't take any active 
part in polities. Used to vote and let 
it go at that. 

“But one day some of my customers 
brought in a petition to the Mayor and 
alderman for the extension of a cross- 
town street-car line to our corner and 
asked me if I would get signatures to 
it. So I laid it on top of the cigar 
case and every man who came in put 
his autograph on the petition. Then I 
got interested in the thing and took the 
paper around and got more signatures.

EXT EMPEROR 
OF AUSTRIA. 


SOMETHING ABOUT" ARCHDUKE 
FRANCIS FERDINAND. 


Although Unpopular With the Peo- 
ple He is a Man of Considerable 
Ability—An Author of Merit and an 
Expert in Machinery—His Antip- 
athy Toward Italy. 


[New York Tribune:] On the 18th of 
August the Emperor of Austria will 
enter upon his seventy-fifth year, and 
although he still remains astonishingly 
vigorous and alert, yet in the ordinary 
course of nature the close of. his long 
reign cannot be regarded as otherwise 
than near at hand. This is an event 
which is regarded with a considerable 
amount of apprehension. For writers, 


politicians and even statesmen of in- 


ternational reputation have 80 fre- 
quently’ predicted that Francis Jo- 
seph’s death would be followed by a 
break-up of his empire that today 
widespread belief is accorded to the 


prophecy. 

To a great extent the latter is based 
upon the unpopularity of the heir ap- 
parent, Archduke Francis Ferdinand. 
That this unpopularity exists cannot 
be denied. Whether it is justified is 
another matter. For there are few 
princes of the blood in Europe, and 
certainly none so very close to the 
throne, concerning whom so much ig- 
norance and misconception prevaiis. 
Stories have been widely circulated to 
the effect that he is ignorant, bigoted, 
arrogant and dissolute, with ideas on 
the subject of sovereignty that savor. 
of medieval times rather than of the 
present day. Many of the most 2 
shortohmings of his exceedingly wil 
— Otto, have been ascribed to 


The late M. de Blowitz gave public- 
ity in the London Times to a tale to 
the effect that in a drunken freak he 
had stopped a peasant funeral near 
Prague and amused himself by leaping 
his horse half a dozen times over the 
bier, a calumny afterward repeated in 
the Parliament at Budapest, and for 
which there was not a shadow of 
foundation, while even people at court 
at Vienna will relate as an illustration 
of his lack of culture that when he at- 
tained manhood, and became as much 
of his own master as a member of any 
of the reigning houses of Europe can

A WELL-READ MAN. 

Now Francis Ferdinand in no way 
merits the reputation with which he 
has been endowed by all this mar- 
velous gossip, the circulation of which 
has been fostered by the circumstance 
that he is of a rather shy and retiring 
disposition, does not make friends 
easily and is but little known save in 
an official way. 

Far from being the arrogant fool 
that he has been portrayed, he is not 
merely a very well-read man, but aiso 
an author, among the works which 
he has produced being a very enter- 
taining book modestly describing his 
two years’ tour around the world, in- 
cluding his visit to America, several 
graceful monographs, notably one of 
the celebrated Field Marshal 


rian melodies which unt ‘bes 
never been written, but merely handed 
down from father to son throughout 

he Archduke is also an engineer b 
profession, and is, so far as I am — 
the only prince of the blood who has 
secured his diploma as such, and en- 
joys nothing so much as driving the 
locomotive of an express train. He is 
an expert in machinery, of an inven- 
tive turn of mind, sufficiently so in- 
deed to have earned for him a hand- 
some competence, if not a fortune, 
had he not in his own right been one 
of the wealthiest princes of the Old 
World. 

He is recognized as one of the best 
sporting shots of the Austro-Hungar- 
ian Empire, is quite an adept in the 
sciences of zoology and of natura! his- 
tory, and last but not least, is a thor- 
ough soldier, having everything con- 
nected with his profession at his 
fingers’ ends. 

Add to this the fact that his life 
has been singularly free from scandal, 
and that the onc romance of bis ex- 
istence has been his infatuation for 
Countess Sophie Chotak, whom he per- 
sisted in marrying in spite of all the 
obstacles blaced in the way of the 
match, and you have before you a man 
of considerable tndividuality and char- 
acter who, whe he succeeds to the 
throne of hi» uncle, will prove a con- 
siderable surprise to the public, which 
has until now always been disposed 
to look upon him as one of those whom 
the late Prince Bismarck Was wont to 
designate so contemptuously as “Aus- 
tria’s idiot archiukes.”’ 

A STRONG CHARACTER... 

In some respects Francis Ferdinand 
is a man of much stronger character 
than the Emperor. For whereas th⸗ 
latter is pliabie and can be brought by 
persuasion or by mere weariness to 
yield and to acco: his consent to 
measures of Which he at heart disap- 
proves, the Archduke obstinately re- 
fuses to give way. He is rather slow 
and deliberate about taking up his po- 
sition in a controversy. But once he 
has assumed it nothing can induce him 
to budge therefrom. He is very set in 
hid ideas, which are only reached after 
mature consideration, and while his 
prejudices are strongly developed they 
are neither numerous nor all of them 
reactionary. But inasmuch as they are 
certain to influence his policy when 
he suoceeds to the throne they are de- 
serving of a brief mention.

throughout the peninsula. 


ENMITY TO ITALY. 
That the House of Savoy should have 
deprived the imperial family of Haps- 


landed possessions which it formerly 
owned in Italy and’ should have con- 
fiscated the temporalities of the Pap- 
acy are not the motives of the Arch- 
Guke's aversion to Italy., but 
contributory thereto. 

It he regards the alliance with Italy 
as a mere sham, not worth the paper 
on which it is written, and King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel’s subjects as the most 
irreconcilable of the foes of Austria, 
it is because he knows full well that 
every patriotic Italian is imbued with 
the determination to add, sooner or 
later, to “United Italy’’ those portions 
of the re of Francis Joseph where 
Italian is the ta age spoken and 
which are never referred to in the do- 
minions of Victor Emmanuel other- 
wise than hy the expressive name of 
“Italia Irredenta,” that is to say, un- 
redeemed Italy.” 

Nor is Archduke Ferdinand to be 
blamed for taking this view of the 
worthiessness of the alliance between 
Austria and Italy.

{Kansas City Star: “We will bund 
the first object lesson road on this trip 
at Shreveport, La.,” said Col. R. W. 
Richardson, special agent of the De- 


partment of Agriculture, last night. 
“It will be of gravel and six cars of 
road-building machinery has arrived 
there, shipped by the Kansas City 
Southern Railway Company. From 
Shreveport we will go to Richmond, 
Tex., where we win build an object 
road of shells. After that we plan to 
do work in southwestern Missouri and 
southeastern Kansas. We have not yet 
chosen the points for the experiments 
in this territory.” : 

Maurice O. Eldridge, assistant di- 
rector of the office of public road in- 
quiries, arrived here yesterday to jvin 
Col. Richardson in the trip south. They 
left for Shreveport last night. 

lesson roads are 
government to show 
a good road really is and as de- 
signed for localities that are without 
anything in the nature of well-con- 
structed country roads. The length of 
the object lesson road is generally a 
mile, and the government furnishes, 
without cost, road-bullding machinery, 
engineers and superintendent. The 
community in which the road is to be 
constructed is expected to supply ma- 
terial, common labor and animals to 
draw the machines. Much work of this 
kind has been done in Illindis and Ohio 
in the last few months, and there are 
many calls for experimental roads from 
towns in this territery. Col. Richard- 
son and Mr. Eldridge generally make 
personal investigations before choosing 
the community to be favored with a 
free road. 

Mr. Eldridge has just returned frum 
the South and says surprising interest 
is shown in the good roads project 
there.

A wondrous panorama spreads before us, as the valley 
stretches down below, the rolling hills climb to the dis- 
tant towering mountains, and a gentle haze softens the 
outline. Picturesque twists in the road, as the line

Founding of Holy Order. 


Two hundred years before San Gualberto, an ancestor 
was knighted by Charlemagne, and further back, the 
family traced its ancestry to the Buondelmonti, or 
Good Men of the Mountains, brigand chiefs and moun- 
tain robbers. Giovanni Visdomini was reared as a 
noble knight of chivalry, on feudal domains just out- 
side of Florence. His older brother, heir to the broad 
estates, was foully murdered, and by the law of blood 
revenge, the proud family looked to Giovanni to kill 
the murderer. Goaded by his mother’s grief, and by his 
father’s wrath, he started with his men in search of 
the assassin, whom he met alone and unarmed on the 
heights of San Miniato. He lifted his sword to strike, 
and the wretch fell cowering before him, raising his 
arms in the form of a cross, and pleading for mercy in 
the name of Christ. It was Good Friday, and Giovanni 
reflected that our Lord forgave His murderers on the 
cross. After a sharp struggle he dropped his sword, 
and raised his enemy, in token of forgiveness. Over- 
whelmed with emotion, Giovanni hurried into the little 
church of Miniato, and prayed before the crucifix that 
Christ would forgive his awful thought of murder, and 
be mefciful to him, even as he had finally shown mercy. 
The head of our Lord bowed in answer to the prayer, 
and the miracle instantly turned the life of Giovanni 
from worldliness to religion. He entered the monastery, 
and after one year of probation, became. a full Bene- 
dictine.

exclusively by the United States government in 

the preservation of the soldiers’ barracks through- 
out thé country, and in all other respects where a 
brightening effect is essential. Not only that, but the 
recipe bears the endorsement of a distimguished chief 
executive of the nation, and is about the first instance 
of record where a President has condescended to honor 
one of his constituents to the extent of setting forth in 
his own bandwriting the merits of a commonplace but 
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—— all that is greatest in a bird's life: 


at Benicia Barracks, California, and sailed Yor his post 
— New York via the Isthmus of Panama on July 5, 
1852. Cholera became epidemic among the troops, and 
| he was left at Chagres River in charge of the sick, the 
disease eventually carrying off fully one-seventh of his 
command. Upon arriving in California, he remained a 
few weeks with his regiment at Benicia, later on accom- 
panying it to Fort Vancouver, Oregon. August 5, 1853, 
he was promoted to the captaincy of a company sta-, 
tioned at Humboldt Bay, California, and went there the 
following month, remaining until his resignation from 
the army, July 31, 1854 and only resuming a military 
career when the outbreak of the Civil War created a de- 
mahd for his services. 

Lieut. Grant and his troops were transported to San 
Francisco from Panama on the ill-fated steamship Gol- 
den Age, which afterward foundered at sea, causing im- 
mense loss of life. At the time she brought young 
Grant to the Pacific Coast, the chief engineer of the 
vessel was a man well known in shipping circles named 
“Capt. John Bulson, whose widow and family are still 
residents of San Francisco. Lieut. G formed quite 
an attachment for the bluff old seaman. and the two 
maintained a personal correspondence extending. with 
eceasional interruptions, throughout Grant's civil and 
military life from their first meeting. 

“To those in close touch with him. the famous war- 
rior was a man who hated ostentation. It is stated 
that some of his most Important orders during the re- 
bellion were written hurriedly upon a drumhead. by the 
glare of the camp fire, and upon any kind of paper tha“ 
was the most available. Some of his letters to Capt. 
Bulson, which the family of the latter have preserved 
with extreme reverence, fulfill this idea of Gran't sim- 
plicity of taste in his correspondence. It appears that 
the captain, after the wreck of the Golden Age, becom- 
ing weary of following the sea, secured a position on 
shore that brought him more or less in relationshio 
with affairs about the harbor, and becoming dissatisfied 
with the quality of -whitewash that was used bv state 
authority upon the buildings connected with the

FARMING BY ELECTRICITY. | 

According to scientific men, who are ealling attention 
to the great benefits of electroculture, the farmer of 
the future will be a highly-skilled electrician, who from 
a central switchboard at his farm will direct the germi- 
nation and growth of cabbages, carrots, potatoes and 
other crops. No longer an ignorant laborer or mere ma- 
chine dependent upon the weather, but, like an engine-. 
driver, regulating the supply of energy in the form of 
electric current according to certain determined rules, 


the agricuiturist will take his place with the other 
large users of electricity under modern conditions of 
life. 

This is the prospect held out by a Belgian scientist, 
Prof. Guarini, who has recently been delivering a course 
of lectures under government auspices at the Agricul- 
tural Institute of Gembloux, on the relation of electric- 
ity to plant life, which he states is an electrical phe- 
nomenon that can be regulated at will. 


According to Prof. Guarini the atmospheric electric- 
ity is essential to plant growth, and it is not electricity 
that can be substituted for light in certain cases in the 
accomplishment of the function of chlorophyl, which is 
in the decomposition of carbonic acid and water, but 
the light of the sun or of electric-arc lamps with the 
accompanying electric radiation that may take the place 
of purely electrical action.—[Harper’s Weekly.

J STRANGE SCENES AND CONDITIONS 
IN THE CITY OF TANGIER. 


Pouliney Eigelow in London Post. 


HILE I was writing recently, seven American 

war vessels were at anchor in the roadstead of 

Tangier, to say nothing of an Italian one. A 
fleet of nearly seventy British fighting machines lay a 
anchor within thirty miles, at Gibraltar. The Spanish 
shores were within sight, and, moreover, the news 
agency reported that France was mobilizing a fleet for 
A nearer inspection of this interesting neighborhood. 

And interesting it is beyond a doubt—certainly the 
most picturesque and unspoiled of coast towns between 
Suez and the Atlantic ocean—surpassed only in savagery 
by some of my acquaintance on the southern fringe of 
the Atlas Mountains. When-I bunch together in my 
mind the places that have not disappointed me I see Pe- 
king before the railway days, Virginia City in 1876, 
when the men who now have their wives painted by 
John Sargent worked as day laborers and carried their 
tin pails to the shaft and back. 

The man who finds Tangier uninteresting 
must be twin cousin to him who was dis- 
appointed in the Atlantic Ocean. Our interest 
in Tangier begins with the water and in- 
creases with every step we take, for, as you know, 
there is no such thing as a cart or carriage possible 
within these narrow and crooked lanes. Canton and 
Toledo prepare one for Tangier in a way. We land un- 
der showy fortifications. It is the frowning of a stage 
villain whose eyebrows are mainly “face pidjun,” as our 
Chinese friends put it. Mgssive but antiquated guns are 
there, and the salute which greeted the arrival of the 
American squadron on the 29th of May would have done 
credit to a Chinese New Year's celebration. 

A massive pier of masonry once helped the commerce 
of this port, but today we see but its ruins, and it is 
no thanks to the Emperor of Morocco that we finally get 
ashore at a modern iron pier constructed by private cap- 
ital. But whether or not the toll or the platform is too 
high I cannot say, but what freight I saw was being 
landed from surf boais with great difficulty, first on the 
shoulders of natives who stood up to their waists 'in 
Water, and by them transferred to the backs of little

The Moorish Social Organism. t 


The sun is setting and we are seeking the British Le- 
gation, guided by a venerable Moorish patriarch, who 
stalks ahead with the step of one born to command re- 
spect even in the most impudent of donkey drivers. He 
swings a massive lantern shaped like the dome of a 
mosque; in it stands a new candle ready for service later 
on. The Moor resembles the Chinaman of ten years 
ago in his superb contempt for outside nations and in a 
certain high-bred indifference—at least in appearance. 
There is no staring of the vulgar sort, not even a super- 
cilious general gaze cast in the direction of the foreign 
object. The true Moor, whether'on horseback or on 
foot, betrays no more consciousness in his features than 
the North American Indian. 

Yesterday a chief near Tangier remarked, while not- 
ing the American fleet at anchor: “What a sorrow to 
my soul that I have not a few boats here. I would go 
out and capture those ships. . They can do noth- 
ing, however. On land we are invincible: they dare not 
come ashore. But alas! that I have no boats.” 


This would not be worth citing had it not been agalo- 
gous to what sounded through Spain at the time of the 
Cuban War. Up the winding lanes we climb, hustling 
and being hustled, finding a ready explanation for the 
apparently highly democratic nature of the Moorish so- 
cial organism. For what avails bodyguard or insignia 
of office when 10,000 restless donkeys and drivers are 
crossing in a space intended for half that number. As 
well ask for dignity in a third-class carriage on a Sat- 
urday night. Through the vast market place we passed, 
where groups were preparing their supper after the man- 
ner of gypsies, where camels and asses were seeking rest 
from the day's toil, and where wiry Arabs with elastic 
tread were rounding up their piles of freight for the 
night. The nights are cold in Morocco, and the heavy 
burnouses are none too heavy for those who lie down in 
the open places of Tangier, with no mattress but the 
hard pavement and no pillow but the leather haversack.

Tangier suggested to me an American frontier town, 
a place whose population comes mainly from outside, men 
who live in the saddle and sleep under the stars, who 
come to town as the sailor comes to port, when he must 
and at long intervals. One does not see here that 
burgher stamp of feature that is peculiar to those who 
represent the organism of a city community, notably in 
Germanic communities. Here the men pass one another 
with one hand ready for the knife; no one can afford to 
feel the soft security symbolized by a paternal policeman 
on every corner. We see something of the imperial 
army of Morocco; a dozen or more slouchy, bare-legged 
men in uniform encumber one or two gateways of the 
city, much as the same order of man lounged about Pe- 
king some years ago, when bows and spears were still 
the armament of the imperial guard. 

What a relief finally to emerge from this wilderness 
of Mohammedanism on a fine eminence dominating the 
city and sea, and to note the arms of Great Britain over 
a massive portal leading into the gardens of the King's 
representative. The ordinary Englishman of my ac- 
quaintance is ungrateful for his blessings. It takes the 
American to appreciate to its full extent the dignffied 


and well-maintained government house or official sym- 
bol of might and moderation. King Edward has a hand- 


— 


some string of such symbols. It is the most useful plece 
of jewelry in his possession; that splendid chain of 
white-man power which is galling only to short-sighted 
folk who have been taught that to love one's country it 
is necessary to hate one’s neighbor. 
At the gates of Government House all things Moorish 
were for thé moment forgotten, and we seemed to have 
been on a wishing carpet and landed in Park Lane. La- i 
dies whom we bad passed a few moments before bun- 
died up on top of little donkeys now floated through the 
rooms radiant wiih the finery and fashion of Paris. It 
seemed like magic; I rubbed my eyes to make sure I 
was not dreaming. The talk fitted the fashions; no cas- 
ual eavesdropper would have suspected but that all were 
in every-day mood. Below it all, however, was a very 
real feeling suggestive of the well-worn lines: 


“There was a sound of revelry by night!” ete. 

The Moors who had kidnaped Mr. Perdicaris were 
camped near the outskirts of the town. They bdasted of 
being able to resist the Sultan’s government, and even 
to upset the throne. The bluejackets on the American N 
men-of-war no longer were permitted to go ashore. 
Even the officers were ordered aboard by sunset, save in 
especial circumstances. European residents no longer 
found it safe to ride about as usual in the neighborhood 
~—country life had ceased. I had proposed vésiting a 
point on shore within sight of the town, but a resident 
of many years at Tangier advised me not to do so. 


The Squeak of Bagpipes. 


We broke up at about 11 o'clock, and, guided by a ven- 
erable Moor swinging a lantern, we picked our way gin- 
gerly down the slippery stones that pass for pavement. 
A mother with two graceful and accomplished daughters 
passed us in the darkness; they had been at the Lega- 
tion, and were also headed by a man with a lantern. They 
were, of course, fearless, for they were Irish, and they 
called out a cheery good night as they disappeared un- 
der an archway into the blackness of an alley. Our 
paths diverged then, and we came to a closed gateway, 
which slowly yielded to the cries of our guide. Through 
this we stumbled, cautiously eyed by a city watchman 
who was curled up on a stone bench im one corner. 

A little farther on we heard the horrible squeak of. 
bagpipes, accompanied by a sort of tom-tom drum beat. 
It was a sound suggestive of Moorish architecture, an 3 | 
everlasting repetition of something not wholly original.“ 
We puzzled over this strange sound, and we may be par- 
doned if it suggested unpleasant thoughts, for were we 
not on the eve of Mohammed's birthday, when good Mus- 
sulman folk starve the body but feed the spirit with 
broodings on what the Saracen sword has done for the 
Flory of Allah? 


We waited in a corner, and soon appeared a vast con- 
course of all ages draped in flowing robes, turbans, and 
sashes. They walked silently in slippered feet. No 
sound was heard but the weird wailing of the striden“ 
pipes set off to martial advantage by the steady beating 
of the soft drum. This procession marched with much 
solemnity; those who marched were all men. Some 
wore long beards, many were venerable in yearz, ane 
there were children among them. There was no follow- » 
‘ing rabble, no talking; it was all highly dignified and 
solemn. Our Legation escort said it was a wedding; but 
where was the bride’? 


A mule was led in the midst of this host, and its 
back was a species of cage such as one finds swinging 
over the after end of a torpedo boat in order to keep the 
meat and butter from contact with the hot air of the 
cabin. Over this sort of fly box was a cocoanut made to 
look like a human head, and this symbolized the pres 
ence of the bride. 


Our guide informed us that this kind of thing lasted 
many days, and that the feasting incidental to this peri- 
patetic event was a test on the purse of the happy 
ily. Whatever the details may be of this strange cus- 
tom it is worthy of record that the Moors do a wise thing 
in subjecting the prospective wife to such a course of 
shaking and bagpipe that any home and any husband 
must ever after appear tolerable. The prospect of an- 
other ride in such a fly-box must prove an adequate de- 
terrent against any divorce proceedings, at least from 
the side of the lady. 


In the midst of these ruminations we reached another 
huge city gate, and once more the deep voice of our lan- 
tern prophet demanded free passage in the name of Al- 
lah and the British empire. We passed through more 
erooked lanes, the fitful light from our lantern falling 
on sleeping forms, their faces covered, their whole 
worldly possessions huddled together in that one little 
dint-colored heap, flat on the stone pavement.

In my 
own city I know a geranium of the single scarlet sort 
that has aspired to the roof tops. and now shows its 
brilliant-hued blossoms above the shingles of a two- 
story house at least thirty feet from the ground. Noth- 
ing small about that, is there? 
Out on “the ranch” is a neglected “Martha Washing- 
ton,” that from a six-inch cutting a few years since has

There are thirty-one orphanages, four homes for 
discharged prisoners, three asylums for the blind, three 
leper hospitals, two homes for the aged, fourteen hospi- 
tals, and at least a score of other benevolent institutions. 

The recent interdenominatiorial conference is in itself 
a hopeful sign.

was personally fitted, and which would pay her enough 


to live on. At length the chance remark of a fellow 
countryman gave her an idea. She sent most of her 
money to the United States to pay for a supply of beans 
and cranberries, set up a cookstove in her room, and 
mailed cards to American residents in London, stating 
that after a certain date she would supply them with 
baked beans and brown bread on Wednesdays and Sat- 
urdays, and cranberry pies every day. 

Orders came before she was fairly ready. She sup- 
plied food that “tasted like home.” In three months she 
moved to larger quarters and employed five assistants, 
and at the end of a year she opened a regular shop, 
where she sold not only beans and cranberry pies, but 
every American thing the exile longs for, from shoes to 
confectionery, not omitting ice cream soda, which had 
been unknown in London. She is now a rich woman.—

The Best Shade Tree. 


un Spanish chestnut is rated the highest in qualities 
of shade, drought resistance, cleanliness, rapidity of 
growth and making of tap root. It is not recommended 


for narrow streets on account of its size. If the tree is 
‘properly pruned the black wattle is one of the best of 


all our exotics. If neglected, it grows with more or less 
naked limbs—ioo sparsely for beauty or shade. Some of 
the heaviest grounds made in the city from last spring's 
planting are of the black wattle. A late writer again 
urges planters to align at least one block with one va- 
riety, and a whole street or avenue, if possible. There 
has been more uniformity of varieties or species in this 
regard in this year’s plantings in the city than of all 
previous years combined. 


1 — discovery of a larger “giant redwood” than any 
previously known indicates that we have been giving 
the honors to the wrong fellow all the time. In Aus- 
tralia trees of the eucalyptus are much taller than the 
California giants, though not so imposing nor so large 
in diameter. In India the baobab tree grows to girth 
equal to our largest redwood, and some of them have 
been growing since the days of the navigation of 
the ark. I have seen an oak in Lake county twelve feet 
in diameter, though unimposing in height and breadth 
of foliage. All things considered, no trees on earth 
equal the great sequoias of California, and they have 
the happy faculty gf building around their roots their.

Raisin Making. 
N answer to J. M. H., who has recently arrived in 
Southern California, I will state that the production of 
raisin grapes in this portion of the State is not increas- 
ing. Fresno is the principal center of this industry 
The leading varieties used for raisin making are the mus- 
catel Gordo Blanca, Muscat of Alexandria, Sultana and 
Thompson Seedless. The raisin pack of 1902 amounted 
to 100,000,000 pounds, the heaviest output but one in the 
experience of the industry. In 1894 the crop reached 
exportations have averaged 
over 10,000,000 pounds for the last ten years. If the cor- 


respondent intends to engage in this industry in this 


section, or any other in the State for that matter, he 
should make his own investigaitons before investing. 
Raisin drying is a particular process, but anyone can 
learn it with due diligence. The process should be stud- 
fed in the field.

Extension of Citrus Orchards. , 


HE largest new orange grove I have seen this year 

consists of 200 acres in one locality. From this and 
other large plantings it must not be inferred that a boom 
is on in the extension of the citrus fruit groves of South- 
ern California. On the contrary I believe circumstances 
are rapidly operating to check the extension of orange 
and lemon growing. In some localities the seedling or- 


chards are being taken out, because of old age, disease 


and unprofitahle crops. Many of the seedling trees, 
“sport” navel trees, lemon trees and other kinds are be- 
Ing budded over to Valencias and true navels. In a few 
localities where the conditions are such that the land 
should have never been planted to citrus fruits, large 
orchard areas have been abandoned altogether and will 
be planted to other crops. With these facts in view it 
is difficult to sec how the area of citrus fruit trees will 
become extended, and perhaps there will even be a cur- 
tailment or loss of acreage in the near future if we count 
as productive acreage the orchards of the unfit territory.

Valencia Orange Proffta.

HAW recently visited a section. where the Valencia 


orange is grown in wholesale quantities. This large 
putput of late fruit has averaged $1.60 per box to the 


grower. Of an unpropftious season these returns are 
highly satisfactory, and will do something toward offset- 
ing the poor returns from earlier fruit. The Valencia 
crop is somewhat superior in quality this season. I 
find, however, that there will be a slim crop of this fruit 
upon at least one of the largest of the old orchards, and 
reports from another large district show that the more 
mature groves of Valencias will bear but sparsely the 
coming season. Owners of this late orange next sum- 
mer are practically assured of profitable returns from 
their trees. Whether the summer market will finally 
become overstocked with this variety cannot be deter- 
mined. The Valencias have a free demand as far as 
other citrus fruits are concerned and the outlook is as- 
suring, despite the fact that so many are budding over 
to Valencias.

LADY BANKSIA rose bush 18 years old and meas-

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Non-uniformity of Soils. 


AST week I received a letter from one who wishes to 

be known only as “Tenderfoot,” wishing to know if 
there is such a difference in solls a few rods apart as 
some of the farm owners claim. There certainly is, and 
it is accounted for by the fact that the valley, soils of 
Southern California are the result largely of late aqueous 
deposits. In some cases, no doubt, the deeper strata 
are more uniform than the surface, but it is with the 
latter we have to deal. No territory subject to pre-his- 
toric glacial action presents such a variety of soils in the 
same vicinity, as does that of our inland valleys. Our 
alluvial soils are nearly all good, though varying In un- 
important streaks. The most typical soils are found in 
the Southern States, Mississippi having the greatest 
proportion of erable land of any of the States in the 
Union. Our lands were mixed by flood erosion; those of 
the Northern States by glacial erosion. And yet no one 
with his eyes open need become the possessor of poor 
land in this section, unless he wishes it. ‘ 


Alkali Spots. 


NE who has a very small farm containing unimpor- 

tant alkali spots called to ask if there is any way of 
detecting these detrimental ingredients without the trou- 
ble of analysis. He wishes to invest in an alfalfa ranch 
near the city but is afraid to trust his own judgment in 
the selection. If the gentleman will take the time to 
get acquainted with the general conditions, the products 
and the people of the particular locality he fancies, he 
should learn enough to make his own judgment fairly 
dependable. A good soil analysis is like the diagnosis 
of a case by a good physician—a close indication of what 
is, but not of the results of treatment. Sodium chloride, 
sulphate and carbonate popularly known as alkali may 
| be the accumulation of scores of years. It is usually 
brought to the surface by water which rises and evapo- 
rates, leaving the poisonous elements. Any treajment 
that prevents evaporation checks this deposit. Surface 
tillage prevents evaporation, drainage will wash out 
a'kaline deposits through surface irrigation and land 
plaster will neutralize what is left. Irrigation must 
come from non-alkaline water, however, to produce ben- 
eficiat results. The alkali question is not a serious one 
in the localities of Southern California recognized as 
alfalfa lands. Even were lands selected with too much 
of this element contained, it is generally held that alkali 
salts in natural alkali lands has accumulated within easy 
reach of drainage, and if it can be once removed this 
deposit of ages will never return to discommode the 
farmer. The fact that these soils contain in these elé- 
ments useful as well as harmful ingredients gives the 
owner of “spotted” land hope that tillage, drainage and 
irrigation properly applied may make his soil productive. 
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Riley Calls it Nonsense.

LIVE STOCK. 
Raising Young Calves Without Milk. < 


S milk ts an article of diet increasing in demand, 
many farmers are desirous of getting the calves off 
their natural food as easily as possible, and the problem 
to be solved is how to keep and grow the young animals. 
Several excellent calf meals and milk substitutes are 
on the market, and a man may now sell all his milk and 
still raise the calves from his best cows, so as to build 
up and strengthen his own herd, and also supply better 
materials, if he has it, to his neighbors for the same 
purpose. Some persons, however, prefer their own mix- 
tures. The following formula will make a very fair 
milk substituté: Flour, 16 2-3 pounds; linseed meal, 
33 1-3 pounds; finely crushed linseed cake, 50 pounds. 
Two and one-half pounds of this mixture per day will be 
required for each calf. Scald it in boiling water, then 
add enough more water to make two gallons, and add a 
little sugar and salt before feeding. 


As the result of a considerable amount of experimental 
work, the following mixture is said to give most satis- 
factory results: Wheat flour, 30 pounds; cocoanut meal, 
25 pounds; nutrium, 20 poufids; linseed meal, 2 pounds; 
dried blood, 2 pounds. One pound of this is added to six 
pounds of hot water, stirred for a few moments, allowed 
to cool to 100 degrees, then fed to the calf from a pail 
or calf-feeder, the latter preferably. The calves are ta- 
ken at seven or ten days old and at first are fed twice a 
day on a ration of three pounds whole milk and one- 
half pound of the above mixture; in a few days—four 
to seven, depending on how the calf thrives—it is put on 
the full ration of calf meal. Wheat flour tends to kéep 
the bowels from becoming too loose. Cocoanut meal 
contains 20 per cent. protein and 9 per cent. fat.—[Mass- 
achusetts Plowman. ; 

Wounds on the Horse. : Ae 


HE West Virginia Agricultural College Experiment 
Station gives the following as a suitable treatment by 
wounds on a horse: 

Every wound or sore on the horse should be washed 
daily with an antiseptic solution. If this is done the 
wound will heal quicker than if left alone, and there will 
be no danger of the sore getting worse and finally caus- 
ing the death of the animal. 

The best antiseptic solutions are made from the coal- 
tar preparations, carbolic acid, etc, These may be mixed 
with water in the proportion of one to eight. If these 
are not handy, borax used in the water or sprinkled on 
the wound immediately after washing it is a very good 
antiseptic. 

Wounds are made worse by germs Which enter the sore 
and commence destroying the animal tissues. They in- 
crease very rapidly, and unless an antiseptic is used they 
will often cause another disease which may end fatally, 
such as lockjaw or tetanus. A valuable horse under my 
observation died of lockjaw. caused by a gravel stone. 
The stone caused the foot to break at the heel, just above 
the hoof, and pus was discharged. The owner did not 
cleanse the wound with an antiseptic solution, simply 
because other horses that had been graveled have got 
well without this extra trouble; consequently tetanic 
‘germs entered the sore and caused w, which re- 
sulted th death. 

It is always well to remember that, though a wound 
may get well without cleansing, it will get well much 
quicker if it is cleansed. And the man today who does 
not use antiseptics when needed will esoner or later be 
reminded of what he should have done when it is too 
late. j 


PAPERS THE RUSSIANS READ 


SOMETHING. ABOUT THE PRINCIPAL NEWSPA- 
Pers CIRCULATE IN Russia. 


{Pearson's Weekly:] The press in Russia is not as 
the British press In the land of the Czar newspaper ed- 
itors have to be very careful as to what articles they 
print, else they run the risk of finding their paper sup- 
pressed and themselves en route for Siberia. It is ad- 
visable, they find, to support the policy of the govern- 
ment. 


This the Novoe Vremya consistently does. It is the 


Times of Russia, insomuch as it is the most influential 
newspaper in existence there, but it is to a great extent 
officially inspired. 

The means it employs to gain its own ends are often 
unscrupulous in the extreme. Should a rival paper be- 
come too formidable, the controllers of the Novoe 
Vremya use their powerful influence in high political cir- 
cles to have it suppressed. Consequently contempora- 
ries both fear and hate the paper which can, when nec- 
essary, do them so much harm. 

The Novoe Vremya is read by all who have govern- 
ment situations. It is their organ, and they believe ev- 
erything it prints. Its policy is the very keynote of the 
Russian government policy; Jews are trampled down 
by it; Poles and Finns they are hostile to. It also suf- 
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It is edited by M. Souvorine, who changes his politics 


Whenever the folſey of che government is altered. He 
is progressive und reactionary by turns, the latter, of 
course, at the present moment. | 

M. Souvorine’s son seven months ago produced the 
Russ, which is run on diametrically opposite political 
lines to those of the paper controlled by his father. It 
is a progressive paper to the backbone. 

On its staff, which contains some of the most able Rus- 
sian journalists, is a man who has but recently been al- 
lowed to return from Siberia, where he had been sent for 
writing an anti-Czar article. * 

Some people allege that the Russ is not really fighting 
tooth-and- nail against the Novoe Vremya, but that M. 
Sou vorine, senior, foreseeing that in the near future 
there will be a great split of the Russians into two po- 
litical factions, intends that he, with the paper which 
he has edited for so long, should be the leading organ of 
one side, whilst the leading organ of the other should 
be in the hands of his son. 

A personal friend of the Czar, Prince Ukhtomsky, edits 
the Peterburgski Viedomosti. As it is thereby somewhat 
royally protected, it has not such a great fear of the cen- 
sors, and in consequence its articles are of a freer char- 
acter. It fears Germany as Russia's most powerful en- 
emy, and, unlike the majority of its contemporaries, is 
friendly disposed to Britain. 

The “largest circulation” of all Muscoviie newspapers 
is held by the Birscheviya Viedomosti. The paper with 
this simple name is published twice a day, and has the 
advantage of being extremely cheap, as the annual sub- 
scription is only four roubles—that is, something like 
half a sovereign. 

The Russkiya Viedomosti is the principal newspaper 
with a progressive policy. It is printed in Moscow, and 
has a very large circulation, being read by all profes- 
sional men. 

St. Petersburg has now but one Liberal paper. That 
is the Novosti. On behalf of the Jews it takes up the 
cudgels, and is therefore antagonistic to the Novoe 
Vremya. It is, however, of such slight circulation that 
it has practically no influence whatevér. The Novosti 
believes that had there been an Anglo- Russian treaty, 
there would have been no Russo-Japanese war. 

The Grashdanin is run by Prince Mestschkensky, who 
was a personal friend of Alexander III., the late Cazr. 
The Grashdanin is a bi-weekly publication, and is reac- 
tionary to the backbone. Its articles are very cleverly 
written, but they are too extreme to be taken seriously. 
It is read mainly by the fallen Russian nobility. 

In St. Petersburg two “jingo’ papers are published. 
These are the Gazette and the Lostok. 

The Snamiya is a paper whose one and only policy is 
“Down with the Jews.” As an indication of the pros- 
perity of such a journal it may be said that occasionally 
publication is postponed owing to lack of the necessary 
funds. 

The Siberian and Manchurian policy of Russia was 
strongly condemned by the'Kieff Kievllanin, until the 
outbreak_of hostilities between Russia and Japan. 

Had it not been for the fact that M. Pikhno, the editor, 
was personally connected with various officials in high 
positions, the Kievlianin would have assuredly been sup- 
pressed, for it attacked Admiral Alexieff unmercifully, 
as well as the financial! policy of M. Witte. : 

It is socialistically inclined. Since the war com- 
menced the Kievlianin has supported it strenuously. 

In every Ruseian newspaper the same foreign news 
appears, as it is all obtained from the same sources that 
is, agencies in London and Berlin.

Since it is recognized by men of all schools of med- 
ical practice that the chief cause of paralysis is pres- 
sure due to the existence of a clot, the treatment should 
consist of a well-directed effort to relieve congestion, 
secure better drainage and preserve the paralyzed tis- 
sues from wasting.

Paraly- 
sis is one of the diseases which help to bolster up every 
form of therapeutics. No matter how senseless or use- 
less a method may be, it receives good testimony from 
paraly because they continue to gain, and the fel- 
low in attendance gets the credit.

Medical Colleges and Hygiene. 


HE following communication has been received from 
‘i Los Angeles physician, who is a member of the fac- 
ulty of the College of Medicine, at the University of 
Southern California: 

“In your department of July 31 you cri the medi- 
cal college of the University of Southern California be- 
‘cause the course on ‘Hygiene’ is so brief. This course 
is devoted to municipal sanitation and State medicine. 

“Personal hygiene, the care of the body, food values, 
exercise, breathing, bathing are all taught by other 
chairs. 7 

“Food values and digestion is taken up the first year 
by the instructors in physiology, while the chemistry ot 
foods and adulteration of foods is handled thoroughly by 
the two instructors in chemistry at the same time the 
demonstrators of anatomy give the anatomy of the di- 
gestive organs. This work is continued through the 
second year. Also during this first and second year the 
anatomy and physiology of the skin and kidneys is gone 
into thoroughly, showing the necessity and methods of 
bathing, water-drinking, etc. During the third and 
fourth years the two instructors in obstetrics take up in 
detail the personal hygiene, diet, etc., of the pregnant 
woman, including bathing, diet and care of the nervous 
system. These same instructors also take up thé care 
of the infant, infant foods and allied topics. 


“The four professors of medicine devote almost one- 
fourth of their time during the third and fourth years to 
prophylaxis—the prevention of disease. The professor 
of therapeutics during the third year goes into detail in 
regard to bathing both as preventive and curative meas- 
ures. The professor of diseases of children and her as- 
sistant give much of their time to the hygiene of child- 
hood Which of course includes diet and batgjng. The 
two professors of venereal diseases take up the hygiene 
of the sexual organs. 

his local medical college, with its twenty years of 

history back of it, is striving to the utmost to send forth 
its graduates as missionaries of health and right living, 
as well as curers of diseases, usually the result of faulty 
living. 

In regard to your remarks about the medical profes- 
sion in general, it should be remembered that the medi- 
cal men have been most active in advancing the inter- 
ests of preventive medicine. Every medical college now 
has a chair that is devoted to hygiene, sanitation and the 
prevention of epidemic and other infectious diseases. 

“Im fact, I doubt if any other class of men can be 
found who are doing as much to destroy their own 
means of livelihood You will find physicians always 
foremost in literature, in sanitary conventions and oc- 
cupying every vantage ground to urge the public on to 
intelligently fight disease.“ 

[Note by the editor: The editor is pleased to learn 
that somewhat more attention is paid by this medical 
college to the important subject of hygiene than might 
be supposed from ita annual catalogue, in which, under 
the head of Hygiene,“ only one hour per week is al- 
lowed, during one-half of one of the four years over 


far too frequently display a lamentable ignorance of the 
‘commonest hygienic laws. When called to attend a pa- 
tient, they will sometimes merely glance at the tongue, 
then prescribe some drug remedy, without saying 
a word about diet, or bathing, or breathing, or anything 
of t kind. Whether this is due to the fact that they 
are often more or less ignorant on such subjects, or that 
fear to lessen the influence which they wield over 
minds of the unthinking public through their admin- 
istration of mysterious drugs, the editor will not under- 
take to say. At least one eminent member of the medi- 
eal fraternity in Los Angeles has, however, confessed 
that his fellow practitioners know little of hygiene, be- 
rause they are not taught it in the colleges. It is en- 
ecouraging to note that allopathic physicians, as well as 
homeopathic physicians, are beginning to devote more 
attention to the important subject of keeping people 
well, in addition to endeavoring to tinker them up, when 
they fall sick. As the editor has frequently said, it is 
n most unnatural and unreasonable system that makes 
It the interest of physicians for sickness to prevail. and 
for people who are able to pay to be a long time recov- 
| ering. ‘We shall never reach the proper solution ot this 
problem until physicians are paid by the year, to keep 
people well, as they are in China, their pay stopping 
when the patient falls sick.)

1. Three or four lemons on an empty stomach is alto- 
gether too much. The acid of the lemon is powerful, 
as may be ascertained by dropping some of it on a piece 
of woolen cloth. Therefore, it should be taken into the 
delicately-lined st mach with much discretidh. The 
juice of half a small lemon, in a pint of soft water, would 
be plenty to take in the morning. 1 

Lemons are not indicated in cases of constipation: On 


the contrary, they are somewhat of an astringent nature, 
and consequently useful in cases of diarrhoea and dys- 


entery. Prune juice would be a much better thing to 


take for constipation. 

2. Yes, many readers of this department report great 
benefit from the use of raw wheat, as a cure for consti- 
pation, Soak the wheat for thirty-six hours, changing 
the water two or three times, then take a tablespoonful 


in the morning, an hour after rising, mixed with a little’ 


olive oil and fruit juice, or tomato juice, chewing the 
wheat thoroughly. Eat nothing else until noon. If 
you object to oil you can omit that. The starch ques- 
tion does not “cut any ice” when you only eat about aa 

ounce of the food once a day. .

He said: “It is the corner-stone of a train- 
‘Ing school for life-saving stations that we lay here to- 
day.” Is that true? Is it measurably true? Is it not, 
on. the other hand, true that for every person who dies 
of disease, at least one hundred succumb to medjcal 
treatment during the disease—to the forcing of unneces- 
sary and unwelcome food and poisonous drugs into a 
sick stomach? Is it not generally admitted by a large 
number of intelligent physicians that Garfield, and Mc- 
Kinley, and Senator Hanna were sacrificed to medical 
malpractice—that both would have recovered under 
proper hygienic treatment? Dr. Alexander Wilder of 
Newark says, in “A Stuffed Club” for August: 1 An 

“What you remark about the treatment of Senator 
Hanna is true as Holy Writ, a hewing to the line. When 
I read of the taking of nourishment I expected and pre- 
dicted a fatal termination. I think Presidents Garfield 
and McKinley ought to rise in judgment against similar 
treatment. One is more in peril from the physicians 
than from maladies.” 

Again, Prof. Victor C. Vaughan of the University of 
Michigan says: 

“According to the findings of life insurance statisti- 
cians, one-fourth of all who have typhoid fever and ‘re- 
cover,’ die prematurely of consumption! So that of the 
200,000 typhoid fever patients who do not die of the 
disease and the treatment, about 50,000 die of consump- 
tion, making, all told, 95,000 needless 
from this one disease.” 

To which Dr. E. Page adds: 

„And, practically, all this reasoning applies, more or 
less emphatically to all the acute diseases. Each of 
these diseases kills a few; bad treatment kills many 
and injures the prospect of future health in all cases, 
as we have seen it true in typhoid fever.” 

In the last century there was a class of men living 
along the rocky coast of Cornwall, in England, who 
made their living by putting out false beacon lights so 
as to lure passing ships tp destruction and wreck them. 
It seems to the editor that the “regular” school of med- 
icine, as it at present exists, bears more similarity to 
the operations of these people than to the life-savers. 
Not that they don’t mean well—most of them— but they 
are walking in outer darkness. Let us hope that the 
general hygienic upheaval will extend until respectable 
physicians are afraid to dose their patients with poison- 
ous drugs, and the patients are afraid to swallow them.
